WASHINGTON (AP) - Atty. 


Gen, John N, Mitchell, attempt- 
ing to counter criticism from 
some congressional segments, 
said today the Nixon adminis- 
tration voter rights proposal is 
in many ways stronger than the 
1965 law. 


For example, he told a House 


judiciary subcommittee, "Our 
bill would maintain the authori- 
ty of the 1965 Voting Rights Act 
for the attorney general to send 
examiners and observers into 
the seven Southern states," 


"But it would extend this au- 


thority to all states and counties 
where the attorney general had 
received any complaints of pos- 
sible violations of 15th Amend- 
ment rights," he added. 


Morever, Mitchell said, the at- 


torney general now has to go to 
court to request voting examin- 
ers and observers for states out- 
side the South. 


Mitchell said other strong fea- 


tures of the proposed bill would 
authorize the attorney general 
to bar temporarily discriminato- 
ry voting laws and grant the 
court's authority to issue blan- 
ket orders against voting law 
changes. 


Mitchell denied the adminis- 


tration was attempting to delay 
action on a simple extension of 
the 1965 act. 


Mitchell said in his opening 


statement a simple five-year ex- 
tension of current provisions 
would leave "the undereducated 
ghetto Negro as today's forgot- 
ten man in voting rights legisla- 
tion."

transplant patient. 


Russell resumed teaching in» 


dustrlal arts this spring.

He has made dozens of 
talks since last January and is 
booked through next February, 


Russell said his checkup this 


month is an exploratory opera- 
tion to see If what condition the 
heart is In.

In the latter it would 
cause a heart attack. Such 
an attack would be associ- 
ated with a severe pain on 
the left side of the chest, the 
pain of angina pectoris—a 
term usually reserved for 
temporary spasms in a coro- 
nary artery rather than a 
complete obstruction. 


Osteoporosis is a weaken- 


ing of the bones due to fail- 
ure to maintain the normal 
level of calcium phosphate. 
When 
the 
involvement 
is 


widespread throughout the 
body, it is said to be general- 
ized.

ing charcoal-broiled steaks 
causes cancer. It this is true, 
wouldn't the activated char- 
coal you recommended for 
persons with sour stomach 
be even more harmful'.'

MIAMI (AP) — By boat, bar- 


rel 
and bravado, hundreds of 


Cubans are illegally entering 
the United States from Mexico. 


About 500 are known to have 


crossed the border at points 
from Texas to Arizona during 
the first four months of 1969. 
Concerned U.S. officials have 
stepped up enforcement, and at 
the same time loosened other 
regulations, in a bid to stem the 
tide. They think they're suc- 
ceeding. 


A change last year in immi- 


gration law has spurred the ille- 
gal entries by lengthening the 
time Cubans who try to come le- 
gally from Mexico must wait for 
a visa. 


The law imposed a 120,000- 


person annual limit on the num- 
ber 
of immigrants who can 


come to the United States an- 
nually from other western hemi- 
sphere nations. Previously there 
was no limit. 


The rate of legal Cuban immi- 


gration has dropped by more 
than 80 per cent in the last year, 
but this does not include the 
more than 3,000 Cubans a month 
who come on direct 
refugee 


flights from Havana. 


Most Cubans get to Mexico 


City legally. But onco there, 
they are faced with the increas- 
ing delays plus the problem of 
paying living costs while being 
prohibited by the Mexican gov- 
ernment from 
working. Some 


are 
quick to accept offers of 


help in crossing the border. 


One Cuban woman recalled 


her stay in Mexico City with her 
two daughters: "In the hotel 
some Cuban asked me if we 
want to cross the border. 1 said 
'Yes.' We moved to the border 
in a bus.

West opened the queen of 


spades. 
South looked over 


dummy and saw that he was 
going to have to knock out 
the ace of clubs before he 
could run of! anything like 
nine tricks. He also saw that 
a spade continuation was go- 
ing to give him all the time 
he needed but, meanwhile, 
the diamond suit was wide 
open and nothing could be 
done about it. 


He decided to win the first 


spade in dummy. West would 
know where the ace was but 
East could not be sure. At 
trick two he led dummy's 
queen of clubs. West let it 
hold on general principles. A 
second club was led from 
dummy and at this point 
East came up with the kill- 
ing defensive play. 


He discarded his ace of 


diamonds. We wouldn't call 
this a safety play, although 
it did give away a sure trick. 

His 
other six diamonds would be 
good, provided his partner 
could be persuaded to lead a 
diamond.

The law imposed a 120,000- 


person annual limit on the num-

of immigrants who can 


come to the United States an- 
nually from other western hemi- 
sphere nations. Previously there 
was no limit. 


The rate of legal Cuban immi- 


gration has dropped by more 
than 80 per cent in the last year, 
but this does not include the 
more than 3,000 Cubans a month 
who come on direct refugee 
flights from Havana. 


Most Cubans get to Mexico 


City legally. But once there, 
they are faced with the increas- 
ing delays plus the problem of 
paying living costs while being 
prohibited by the Mexican gov- 
ernment from working. Some 
are quick to accept offers of 
help in crossing the border. 


One Cuban woman recalled 


her stay in Mexico City with her 
two daughters: "In the hotel 
some Cuban asked me if we 
want to cross the border. I said 
'Yes,' We moved to the border 
in a bus.
